time poffefied the privilege of interpofiug in the creation of new, 
Members, if any good ground could be adduced for the ob-) 
jection, or that they had voluotarily-relimquifhed a privilege {o/ 
valuable, that all their other privileges put together were not 
equa! to that one, eithet as the,honour-or the decurity of their 
Affembly. Independent of this hiftorical proof, there was an 
argument dedueed from plain common fepfe and reafon, which 


weighed as much with him on this occafion, as any evidence | 


of traditional authority whatever. It was this : The members 
of that Affembly, in all cafes which affected their lives, were 
to be tried by their Peers. They did not ftand in the fituation 
of other men, or of members in the other Houfe, who pofleffed 
the right of thallenging a certain number of thofe individuals, 
who were to determine upon the merits of their trial, but were 
left to the unqualified decifion of the majority, and could not 
except one fingle member, however itnproper for a judge, cither 
from his general character, or from’ known perfonal animofity 
to the perfon to be tried. Under. thefé’ cireumftances, did ‘it 
ftand to reafon, that they thotild poifefs no power of rentoa- 
ftrating againft improper creations: ?”'Were they to have no au- 
thority:in preventing? the admifhion of an improper member, 
when that member, “if admitted; ‘becomes an umpire of their 
lives or liberties?
